ADDITIONAL INSURED 


More and more | see AME Contractors buy insurance because their customers, landlord, or airport require 
to be added to their policy. Proof of insurance may no longer be enough. These entities are requesting to “to be 
added” to the AME’s insurance policy. 


When someone is asking to be added to your insurance what they are normally asking is to be added as 
Additional Insured. This means they become covered under your policy but only with respect to occurrences 


arising from your operations. 


Adding additional insureds does make sense in some situations. For instance if you lease hangar space 
and inadvertently cause damage and you and the hangar owner are sued, your policy would cover both of you. 
Only if your landlord is listed as Additional Insured would they be covered under your policy as well. 


It is unusual for there to be an additional cost to add an Additional insured to an Aviation General Liability 
policy. There can sometimes be a cost for aircraft insurance policies since it’s rarer. 


Sometimes different wordings can be used when being asked to be added to an insurance policy. You 
may be asked to add someone as Named Insured, but this isn’t possible. The Named Insured is only you. It can 


be your name, company name, numbered company, or any name you are doing business under. 


| do highly recommend you have every name you operate under listed on your policy. | once had a case 
where someone sued the wrong name and we had to let their lawyer know the correct name to move forward with 
protecting our client. There is no limit to the number of names you can have and there is normally no additional 
cost. 


Occasionally someone will ask to be Additional Named Insured on your policy. In my experience, this is 
almost always an error. To add someone as Additional Named Insured on a policy is to add an entirely different 
entity who would be covered for their operations under your insurance. Typically, what they require is to be 
Additional Insured.

Would an AME Contractor need to be Additional Insured on an insurance policy? 


It is rare for an AME Contractor to need to be listed as Additional Insured on someone’s policy, especially 
IF you have your own proper coverage. If you do not have proper coverage, it becomes is a very good idea. If 
you are named in a lawsuit, you'll want to have someone’s insurance policy to respond and pay for damages and 
legal costs. 


For instance, if you’re travelling to an airport to help out a friend with some work on their aircraft and you 
hit a fence, hangar, or aircraft wouldn’t you want their policy to cover you? In a case like this, you can ask to be 
added as additional insured with respect to their Premises Liability that covers damage to others and property 
(owned aircraft excluded). 


It is important to know that no one else can cover you for faulty workmanship if an aircraft is damaged. 
You would need your own insurance coverage with Products Liability to cover this. 


Why should AME Contractors request proof of insurance? 
| highly recommend you obtain proof of insurance from those you do business with, especially customers. 


In most cases if an aircraft is damaged the owner will contact their own insurance company to handle the 
repairs. If they don’t carry insurance and need to be able to afford repairs their only option may be to sue you. I’ve 
seen it numerous times where the owner won’t have hull coverage on their aircraft (only carrying what is required 
to fly) opt to sue their AME/AMO (and winning) if their aircraft is damaged anywhere in the vicinity. This includes 
hail damage, the owner moving their aircraft incorrectly, someone else in the hangar closing the door on the 
aircraft 


If you do test flights | highly, highly recommend you obtain proof of insurance or ask to see their insurance 
policy! 

Some Aircraft Insurance policies extend coverage to Transport Canada approved maintenance operations 
for the purpose of test flights. This coverage is not normally shown on the basic aircraft certificate of insurance, 
but the owner can request an updated certificate for confirmation from their broker or ask where it is in their policy. 


Test flights are also a case where you may wish to be added as additional insured and/or as a named 
pilot just for this purpose.
